Men Refuse to Work for Packers, Declining 


To Do Their Daily Toil at Present Time. 


SERIOUS PHASE OF THE TROUBLE 


Sympathetic'Strike by Drivers Will Tie Up the Yards 


Completely, as Express and Railroad Men 


May Refuse to Work.

The railway orcprpss drivers 
will refuse to touch meats sent by 
express or anything consigned to the 
packers.

Hay and grain will not be delivered 


by the teamsters In the yards, neith- 
er will Ice, mineral water, lumber, 
lioxes or any of the other articles re- 
quired by the packers that are now 
delivered by teamsters.

against the teamsters. 


Although the teamsters are work- 


ing under n contract with tho pack- 
cm, they are not technically violat- 
ing It by declaring for a strike. There

contract expired 'In June, although 
thei'o Is a verbal understanding that 
It nhall remain In force until re- 
newed, or until either side gives no- 
tice of a desire to change It.

Shuts Off Meat Supply.

Co. when lie learned of the teamsters' 
action. 
Hut tho local dealers will find 


It hard to take meat from the; pro- 
Hcrlbed packer:', for In doing so they 
will run counter to the strike order 
which Includes the market butchers 
and grocery wagon drivers with the 
others. 


The local meat supply has been cur- 


tailed a good deal since the strike of 
butcher workmen began, but now It 
Htaniln a good chance of being shut off 
entirely ^xoopt what can be supplied 
by the Indepeii/Jent_plants. .They ari 


preparing TJ reap li harvest. Tho live 
stock handlers decided to return to 
•work anil handle stock* for the inde- 
pendent packers. 


Former Strike IB 'Recalled. 


The sympathetic action of the team- 


sters Is the most serious phase of tho 
strike that has yet developed KO far as 
tho general public is concerned. 
Tho 


last strike ol packinghouse teamsters, 
in June, UI02,,ls still 'fresh, In' tho 
minds of ChlcagoaiiB. It was the most 
bitter struggle that tho city had wit- 
nessed since 1894, and In Rome re- 
spects It was. worse even than tho A.
